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The  six  editorials  we  reprint,  distributed  by  the 
New  China  News  Agency  between  August  13  and  September  17 
1949,  represent  the  initial  phases  of  a nationwide  dis- 
cussion in  the  new  China  of  the  State  Department’s  famous 
"^.’sfhite  Paper”  on  China,  Their  authoritative  nature  may 
be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  series  v/as  printed  in 
most  newspapers  and  broadcast  over  all  radio  stations  in 
Liberated  China, 

The  editorials  do  much  more  than  express  strong  views 
and  feelings  on  the  U,S,  government's  pronouncements  and  the 
entire  record  of  American  intervention  after  V-J  Day,  They 
also  repeatedly  affirm  the  friendship  with  which  the  new 
China,  which  condemns  present  Washington  policies,  regards 
the  American  people.  Moreover,  they  present  a deep  analy- 
sis of  China’s  present  and  past  place  among  the  nations, 
and  the  way  her  new  leadership  sees  its  tasks. 

Apart  from  current  comment  the  editorials  go  into 
such  basic  questions  as  China's  alleged  "over-population,” 
which  the  White  Paper  both  blamed  for  the  "unrest”  in  the 
country  and  used  to  argue  that  no  reform  of  its  economy 
can  succeed,  A critical  review  is  also  given  of  such  con- 
cepts as  "the  impact  of  the  West”  on  China  during  the  past 
century.

The  main  contents  of  the  lengthj’^  Ilhite  Paper  called  "tJnited  States  Rela- 
tione mth  China"  published  hy  the  Anerican  State  Department  on  August  5 are  now 
known  to  the  Chinese  people.  ' TJhat  lessons  should  they  learn  from  this  T3hite 
Paper  and  Secretary'  of  State  Acheson*s  introductory  "I/etter  of  Transmittal"? 

The  first  "basic  lesson  is  the  deep-JPooted  hostility  of  the  American  inper- 
ialist  government  toTTards  the  national  interests  and  the  people  *s  democratic 
forces  of  China.  The  American  Dhite  Peper  does  not  in  any  way  hide  the  inpa:- 
ialist  a^ressive  stand  of  the  United  States  Government.  The  U. S.  Government 
blatantly  declares  that  it  is  impossible  not  to  interfere  in  China* s internal 
affairs,  because  this  would  conflict  with  its  so-called  * support  of  the  unific- 
ation and  territorial  integrity  of  China,*  In  other  words,  the  United  States 
Government  holds  that  it  must  interfere  in  ChinB*s  internal  affairs,  that  it  must 
regard  China  as  a protectorate  before  China  can  have  *unification  and  territorial 
Integri  ty,  * 

U,  8,  mil  Continue  to  Back  Kuomintang 

Basing  itself  on  such  Hitlerite  dogmatim,  the  United  States  Government 
will  for  obvious  reasons  exert  every  effort  to  aid  (Siiarg  Kai-shek* s Kuomintang 
and  enable  it  to  establish  its  authoritj/’  in  as  large  an  area  of  China  as  possiblej 
even  though  the  United  States  Government  admits  that  Chiang  Kai-shek* s Kuomintang 
is  a gang  of  "reactionaries  who  were  indistinguishable  from  warlords  of  the  past" 
and  whose  government  has  as  a result  "lost  popular  support." 

TJhat  then  are  these  obvious  reasons?  1!!hy  has  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment extended  aid  to  this  reactionary  govemnBnt  wifiaout  popular  svpport  in  great- 
er quantities  than  that  to  any  other  country  and  "equivalent  in  value  to  more 
than  50  per  cent  of  the  monetary  ea^jendi tures"  of  this  reactionary  government? 

TiJhat  is  the  m2»-sterious  friendly  purpose  for  vhich  the  United  States  Government 
extended  such  gigantic  aid  in  transportation  of  armed  forces  and  supplies  to  re- 
actionary troops  #10  had  "lost  the  will  to  fight"  and  supplied  than  with  the 
greater  part  of  their  munitions  until  th^  extended  "control  over  a large  part  of 
northern  China  and  Mandiuria"  by  military  means.  (Note:  This  is  #Lat  the  U*8. 
Government  called  encouragii^  both  sides  to  strive  tiirough  consultation  to  avoid 
civil  war. ) 

Anyone  vho  is  clearheaded  and  has  the  least  deductive  power  cannot  but  draw 
the  following  conclusion:  the  United  States  Government  is  firmly  pursuing  and 
has  always  firmly  p-ursued  aggressive  aims  against  China. 

The  United  States  Government,  which  gives  no  reason  for  its  aid  to  a reac- 
tionary government  and  reactionary  troops  without  popular  ST;pport  in  their  attack 
on  the  broad  masses  of  Ihe  people  in  China  who  refuse  to  support  such  reactionary 
rule,  actually  has  a reason  which  it  cannot  disclose.  The  reason  is  that  since 
the  aggressive  policy  of  the  American  Government  violates  the  will  of  the  Chinese 
people  and  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Chinese  nation,  it  cannot  banlc  on  the 
cooperation  of  the  Chinese  people.  Therefore  it  has  to  interfere  arbitrarily  in

Even  If  the  UcS*  Government  must  give  up  all  hope  in  the  Kuomintang,  it 
tTill  never  give  up  its  continued  intervention  in  and  aggression  against  China, 
to  undermine  the  cause  of  liberation  and  construction  of  the  Chinese  people. 
Acheson  has  outspokenly  announced  that  the  United  States  Government  ^11  enr- 
courage  the  grorrth  of  every  enony  of  the  people’s  democracy  that  has  been  ach- 
ieved by  the  internal  forces  of  China,  On  August  6,  the  day  follovdng  the  pub- 
lication of  the  TJhite  Paper,  he  made  a special  statement  in  uhich  he  set  forth 
his  so-called  five  principles,*  If  science,  and  not  the  art  of  deception,  is 
applied  to  e^^laic  these  principles,  they  mean: 

1,  The  U.S,  Government  is  vdlllng  to  use  every  possible  means  to 
encourage  all  developments  tending  to  reduce  China  to  an  American  col- 
ony, so  tiiat  China  can  play  the  role  of  a puppet  for  American  imperial- 
ist elements  in  international  affairs, 

2,  The  United  States  Government  is  vTilllng  to  help  China  establish 
an  economic  and  political  environment  nhich  rdll  safeguard  civil  ri^ts 
and  liberty  for  the  agents  of  American  Imperialism,  and  stfp  by  step 
develop  an  American  colonial  econooy  and  the  v/elfare  of  the  coopradore 
class. 

3,  The  United  States  Government  opposes  the  freeing  of  China  from 
its  intervention  to  become  independent.  It  opposes  any  regime  not 
submitting  to  the  interests  of  Anerloan  monopoly  capital.  It  opposes 
any  foreign  country  v/hich  aids  China  TJith  an  attitude  of  equality  and 
friendship. 

4,  The  United  States  Government  ndll  continue  to  consult  nith  other 
imperialist  countries  udth  colonies  in  the  Par  East  on  measures  to 
maintain  their  Par  Eastern  inperiaJ-ist  prerogatives, 

5*  The  United  States  uill  try  to  compel  the  United  Nations  to

If  this  is  reversed,  people  can 
leam  from  it  all  sorts  of  useful  lessons.  Prom  the  iThite  Paper,  the  Chinese 
people  further  recognize  the  imperialist  countenance  of  the  American  Government, 
further  realize  hor?  they  must  struggle  against  American  inperialism  and,  gain 
further  confidence  in  the  future  of  this  struggle.  The  TJhite  Paper  is  a his- 
torical record  of  the  debacle  of  American  imperialist  reactionary  policies  in 
China.  In  this  sense  it  is  a great  gift  to  the  struggle  of  the  Chinese  people 
and  peoples  of  the  TTorld  against  inperlalism, 

Acheson  said  that  the  outwardly  powSrful  Kuomintang  is  weak  and  that  its 
victories  are  founded  on  sand.  This  is  entirely  correct.  But  it  daould  be 
stppl^ented  by  the  following:  Outwardly  powerful,  the  American  iaperialists 
themselves  and  the  reactionaries  in  any  country  are  really  weak.

Having  been  able  to  tariunph  over  past  difficulties  as  testified  by  the 
l,O54-pag0  ^hite  P^er,  we  will  also  be  able  to  triunph  over  new  difficulties 
set  Mp  to  intimidate  ua.  Any  new  TZhite  P^er  of  the  American  inperialist  gov- 
ernment cannot  but  be  a testimony  to  the  victory  of  the  Chinese  people  and  the 
revolutionary  peoples  of  all  countries. 
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II.  DI3CABD  ILLUSIONS.  PBa>ARB  FOR  SICRUGGLB 

(Peipir^,  August  15,  1949) 

The  pu'blication  of  the  American  TIhite  Paper  at  this  time  is  not  accidental. 
It  reflects  the  victoi^  of  the  Chinese  people  and  the  defeat  of  ins^e  rial  ism.  It 
reflects  the  decline  of  the  tiiole  inperlalist  uorld  order  and  the  innxmerahle 
contradictions  within  the  iaperialist  ^stem  which  cannot  he  overcome  and  as  a 
result  of  which  it  is  in  a condition  of  ertreme  de^ondency, 

In5>erialism  itself  has  pr^ared  the  conditions  for  its  own  doom.  The  hroad 
masses  of  the  people  in  the  colonies  and  semi-colonies  and  within  the  inperialist 
countries  constitute  s\ich  conditions.  Imperialism  is  driving  the  masses  of  the 
world* s people  to  enter  the  historical  era  of  the  great  struggle  to  eliminate 
inperialism, 

IiEperialism  has  prepared  the  material  as  well  as  the  spiritual  conditions 
of  victory  for  these  broad  masses  of  the  people,  Factories,  railways,  rifles, 
and  connons  etc.  are  material  conditions,  A great  part  of  the  powerful  mat- 
erial eq.uipment  of  the  People*s  Liberation  Army  has  come  from  American  iii5)er- 
ialisDQ.  Another  part  has  come  from  Japanese  imperialism  vjhile  another  part 
has  been  self-manufactured. 

A Century  of  Aggression 

Since  1840  when  the  British  invaded  China,  there  followed  the  vrars  in  which 
China  was  attacked  by  the  joint  forces  of  France  and  Britain  (1868-60),  by 
Prance  (1885)  and  by  the  joint  forces  of  eight  coian tries— Britain,  France,  Jepan, 
Tsarist  Russia,  Geimany,  America,  Italy  and  Austria  (1900),  the  war  in  vhich 
China  was  attacked  by  Japan  (1899-1905);  the  Busso-J^anese  war  fought  in  Chin* 
ese  territory  (1904^5);  the  war  in  which  Japan  attacked  the  four  northeastern 
Provinces  of  China  beginning  in  1931;  the  eight  years*  ttot  in  rhlch  Japan  att- 
acked all  China  beginning  in  1937;  and  lastly  the  past  three  years*  war  ^hich 
is  nominally  an  attack  by  Chiang  Kai-shek  but  actually  by  America  on  China, 

The  ^ite  Psper  of  the  American  Government  said  that  during  this  last  war 
American  material  aid  to  the  Kuomintang  Government  was  "equivalent  in  value  to 
more  than  60  per  cent  of  its  monetary'-  eapenditures. " This  included  militarily 
the  sTpplying  of  a great  part  of  the  war  materials  of  the  Kuomintang  government. 
This  is  the  war  in  which  America  stpplied  the  mone;^  and  guns  and  Chiang  Kai-shek 
supplied  the  men  to  fight  for  America  in  slaughtering  Chinese, 

All  these  aggressive  wars  plus  aggression  and  oppression,  politically,  eco- 
nomically and  culturally,  engendered  a hatred  of  imperialism  by  Chinese.  This 
made  Chinese  think  what  this  was  all  about,  forced  thOT  to  give  fid.1  play  to 
their  spiritual  development  and  to  unite  together  in  the  course  of  the  struggle. 
They  fou^t,  failed,  fought  again  and  failed  again;  accumulated  the  experiences 
of  109  years,  accumulated  the  experiences  of  hundreds  of  minor  and  major  strugg- 
les— militar?f,  political,  economic  and  cultural  experiences  and  bloody  and 
peaceful  experiences — before  they  could  attain  the  basic  success  of  today. 

These  are  the  spiritual  conditions*  Tfithout  these  spiritual  cozsiitions  th^  re- 
volution casmot  win  victory.

of  net?  type  major  and  minor  intellectuals  different  from  the  old  type  of  feudal 
intellectuals,  Znperialism  and  Its  running  dog,  the  reactionary  government  of 
China  could,  hotTerer,  control  only  a portion  of  these  intellectuals,  and  later, 
could  only  control  an  extremely  small  number  such  as  Hu  Sbih,  7u  Ssu-nien  and 
Ohlen  Mu.  Ihey  co\ald  not  control  the  rest  xHao  travelled  in  the  other  direction. 
Students,  teachers,  professors,  technicians,  engineers,  doctors,  scientists, 
iTTiters,  artists  and  government  functionaries  all  revolted  or  trere  no  longar 
Trilling  to  folloTT  the  Kuomintang. 

Oogggunists  and  Intellectual^ 

dhe  Comirunist  Party  is  a party  of  the  poor.  It  haa  been  nidely  and  ubi- 
quitously accused  by  Ehcmintang  propaganda  of  killing,  burning,  raping,  looting, 
not  trantlng  tradition,  not  nanting  culture,  not  wanting  the  Mo^erland,  being 
unfilial  to  parents,  disrespectful  to  teachers  and  elders,  being  unreasonable, 
introducing  comniunity  of  ownership  of  property  and  Tromen,  and  eoploying  the 
tactics  of  •‘human  YTSvea*  in  fitting.  In  other  uord8,it  pas  presented  as  a 
gro\:p  of  monsters.  Strange  to  say,  it  is  that  very  grotp  vhlch  won  the  8\?jp- 
ort  of  several  hundred  million  people,  among  Tdiom  trere  the  majority  of  the 
int^lectuals,  especially  studentsj 

A number  of  Intellectuals  still  want  to  see  for  themselvesi  They  think 
that  the  Kucmintang  is  bad  but  the  Communist  Party  also  may  not  be  good,  so  th^ 
Trent  to  see  for  themselves.  Sooie  of  th^  give  verbal  support  to  the  Communist 
Party,  but  at  the  bottom  of  their  hearts  they  are  seeing  for  thsnselves.  It  is 
these  people  who  entertain  illusions  about  Anerica.  The^  do  not  want  to  dis- 
tinguish between  tiie  Anerican  inperialists  who  are  in  power  and  the  Anerlcan 
people,  who  are  not  in  power.  liey  are  easily  deceived  "ty  certain  sweet  words 
of  Anerican  inperiallst  eluents.  It  seems  to  them  that  the  Anerican  isperlal- 
let  elanents  will  also  treat  the  people* s China  on  a footing  of  eq\jality  and 
mutual  benefit  without  serious  long-term  struggle.  Many  reactionary  or  anti- 
popular  ideas  still  remain  in  their  minds. 

But  these  intellectuals  are  not  Kuomintang  reactionaries.  Ihey  are  the 
center  or  right  wing  groups  In  the  people* s China  and  do  not  belong  to  the  Kuc- 
mintang reaction.  They  are  the  so-called  siqjporters  of  the  ’democratic  indi- 
vidualism’ mentioned  in  AJheson’s  19hlte  Paper.  Ihere  is  still  a thin  social 
foundation  In  China  for  Asheson’s  deception. 

Bie  Tblte  Paper  of  Aoheson  showed  that  American  inperialists  are  utterly 
the  pp«0esityaiSu»tioa.  In  China.  The  £iu>mintaqg  I0  so  useless 


that  its  doOTQ  is  destined,  no  matter  how  much  help  is  rendered  it;  it  is  be- 
yond the  control  of  American  imperialists  \iio  cannot  help  it, 

Acheson  said;  ^Ihe  mfort-unate  but  inescapable  fact  is  that  the  ominous 
result  of  the  civil  war  in  China  was  beyond  the  control  of  the  Government  of  the 
U, S.A.  Nothing  that  this  country  did  or  could  have  done  tTithin  the  reasonable 
limits  of  its  capabilities  could  have  changed  that  result,  nothing  tliat  was  loft 
xmdone  by  this  coimtxy  has  contributed  to  it.  It  was  the  product  of  internal 
Chinese  forces — forces  vhich  this  country  tried  to  influence  but  could  not," 

Logically  speaking,  Acheson* s conclusion  should  lead  in  the  thinking  of  cer- 
tain muddle-headed  Chinese,  to  his  "dropping  the  butcher^s  knife  and  becoming  a 
saint"  and  treating  the  people* s China  on  a footing  of  e<iuality  and  mutual  bene- 
fit and  not  again  doing  disruptive  work. 

But  no.  Acheson  himself  said  that  his  government  will  still,  and  will  cer- 
tainly, carry  on  diaription,  What  will  be  the  results?  It  is  said  that  there 
will  be  results,  llhom  will  these  efforts  rely  on?  They  will  rely  on  the 
s'upporters  of  "democratic  individualism^"  Acheson  says;  "The  profound  civili*^ 
aation  and  democratic  individualism  of  China  will  reassert  themselves  and  she 
will  throw  off  the  ’.Tork  towards  this  end  no’.7  and  in  the  future," 

The  Logic  of  Imperialism  and  the  Logic  of  the  People 

The  logic  of  imperialists  differs  from  that  of  the  people.  Disrupt,  fail, 
disrupt  again,  fail  again  till  you  meet  your  doom  — this  is  the  logic  of  inper- 
ialism  and  all  reactionaries  in  the  world.  They  will  certainly  not  violate 
this  logic.  This  is  one  facet  of  Marxist  truth,  T7e  says  "Imperialism  is 
vicious,"  This  is  to  Ba^v-  that  its  nature  is  unchangeable.  Until  their  very 
doom,  inperialist  elenents  will  not  lay  down  the  butcher *s  knife,  nor  will  they 
ever  become  saints, 

Stru^le,  fail,  struggle  again,  fail  again  till  victory  is  achieved  — this 
is  the  logic  of  the  people.  They  too  vdll  also  certainly  not  violate  this 
logic.  This  is  another  facet  of  Marxist  truth.  The  revolution  of  the  Russian 
people  was  based  on  this  truth.  The  revolution  of  the  Chinese  people  at  pres- 

ent is  also  based  on  this  truth. 

There  is  class  struggle— some  classes  are  eliminated  and  some  classes  win 
voctory.  This  is  history.  This  is  the  history  of  several  thousand  years  of 
civilization.  Interpretation  of  history  from  this  viewpoint  is  called  histori- 
cal materialism.  The  viewpoint  opposite  to  this  is  historical  idealism, 

Self-Criticiffin  is  People* s Weapon 

The  method  of  self-criticism  can  only  be  used  anong  the  peo^jle.  It  is  im- 
possible to  hope  that  imperialists  and  the  Chinese  reactiomries  can  be  per- 
suaded to  be  goo<L.hearted  and  repent.  The  only  way  is  to  organize  strength  to 
fight  them,  as  for  exanple,  in  our  People's  Liberation  T?ar  and  our  agrarian  re- 
volution, esposing  the  inperialists,  "provoking"  than,  defeating  them  and  pun- 
Idiing  their  criminal  acts,  and  "only  allowing  them  to  behave  properly  and  not 
to  talk  and  act  wildly."  Only  thoi  is  there  a hope  of  dealing  with  the  foreign 
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COVE. tries  on  conditions  of  equality  and  mntual  "benefit.  Only  then 
is  there  hope  of  educating  from  bid  to  good  laj^lord  d ass^  the  bureaucrat^; 

bovirgeois  class  aiw.  the  Kluoiidn'leng  reactionaries  and  their  accoii:5)lices  T7ho  have 
been  di  saiTUDd* 

Many  Chinese  liberal  elements  or  old  democratic  elements  or  supporters  of 
the  so-called  ' democratic  individual! an,  * vhom  Truman,  Marshall,  Acheson  and 
Stuart  are  banjdng  on  and  striving  to  rdn  over,  are  often  passive  and  incorrect 
in  their  obner*>^aticii  of  problems.  They  are  often  incorrect  in  their  observation 
of  the  Arnerican  rulers,  of  the  Euomintang,  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  also  of  the 
Chinese  Communist  Party.  This  Is  because  they  do  not  or  TTill  not  use  the  meth- 
od of  historical  material! am. 

Advanced  people,  Conmunists,  all  democratic  parties  and  gro^^s,  conscious 
trorkers,  youth,  students,  and  progressive  intellectuals  have  the  duty  to  unite 
ulth  the  middle  strata,  middle-of-the-roaders,  the  backnard  elements  of  various 
strata  and  all  people  vho  are  still  wavering  and  vacillating  xTithin  the  people* s 
China  (these  people  will  still  waver  for  a long  time,  th^  will  waver  again  aftar 
being  firm,  and  will  waver  whenever  they  meet  difficulties).  tTe  must  help  them 
with  good  Intentions,  to  criticise  their  wavering,  to  educate  then  and  win  them 
over  to  the  side  of  the  broad  masses  of  the  people  and  not  let  inperialism  drag 
them  away,  to  tell  them  to  cast  off  their  illusions  and  pr^are  for  struggle. 

Bo  not  think  that  work  Is  no  longer  needed  after  victory.  Work,  and  much 
patient  work,  has  to  be  done  before  these  people  can  be  genuinely  won  over. 

Once  they  are  won  over,  inperialism  will  be  entirely  isolated.  Acheson  TTill  have 
no  chance  to  enploy  tricks.  The  victory  of  the  Chinese  people  can  be  consoli- 
dated. The  construction  work  of  the  country  can  be  carried  out  smoothly,  Such 
difficulties  as  blockade,  floods,  unenployment,  currency  Inflation,  rises  in 
commodity  prices  can  be  easily  overcome. 

The  slogan  ’prepare  for  struggle'  is  addressed  to  those  people  vho  have 
still  certain  illusions  on  the  qcsstion  of  relations  betrreen  China  and  the  Im- 
perialist countries,  especially  those  between  China  said  the  United  States.  They 
are  still  passive  and  have  not  made  up  their  minds  on  this  question,  and  have  not 
the  determination  for  loig  struggle  against  American  inperialism  (and  British  im- 
, perialism)  because  they  still  entertain  illusions  about  the  United  States.  On 
this  problem,  there  is  still  a very  big  g£p,  or  quite  a big  gap,  between  them  ani 
us.

ings and  are  not  Kuomintang  reactionaries.  This  publication  has  especially 
danpened  the  hopes  of  those  people  riio  believe  that  everything  in  America  is 
good  and  hope  that  China  will  follow  America.

Acheson  has  openly  said  that  Chinese  democratic  Individualism  would  be  en- 
couraged to  win  again  and  to  overthrow  so-called  alien  systems.

They  will  consider  that  That  Acheson  said  is  not  “encouragement"  hut  humiliation, 

China  is  in  the  midst  of  a great  revolution.  All  China  is  bubbling  Trith 
zeal,  Hiese  favorable  conditions  for  vrinning  over  and  uniting  all  people  Trith 
erroneous  thouglits  rdio  have  yet  no  ingrained,  profound  hatred  of  the  people’s 
revolutionary  cause.

China*  He  ran  missionary  schools  in  China  for  many  years,  tias  put  into  a Jap- 
anese ’^rison  during  the  Anti -Japanese  T/hrj  and  used  to  pretend  that  he  loved  both 
•America!.',  and  China.  He  could  therefore  mislead  a number  of  Chinese  and  Traa 
chosen  by  Marshall  as  the  man  to  be  -ttie  American  ambassador  to  China,  Thus  he 
became  the  ’man  of  the  day’  in  the  Mardiall  set-tp.

A xiax  in  ^iiich  the  United  States  st5)plles  money  and  suns,  and  in  vrhich 
Ohiang  Kai-^ek  supplies  men  to  kill  Chinese  so  as  to  malce  China  into  an  Auer- 
ican  colony,  constitutes  an  important  coa?)onent  of  the  global  aggressive  policy 
of  American  imperialism  after  the  Second  Uorld  I7ar,  Aggressive  American  policy 
is  directed  against  several  parts  of  the  uorld,  mainly-’’  in  Europe,  Asia  and  the 
Americas.  China  is  the  center  of  gravity  of  Asia,  She  is  a large  country  vdth 
a population  of  475  million.  If  China  uere  occupied,  all  Asia  uould  fall  to 
the  United  States.  With  its  Asiatic  front  consolidated,  American  imperialism 
trould  be  able  to  concentrate  its  forces  to  attack  and  defeat  Europe,  !Ehe  front 
in  the  Americas  is  considered  by  American  inperialism  as  being  conparatively 
stable,  This  is  the  thole  V7i8hf\:il  calculation  of  the  aggressive  American  plan. 

On  the  other  hand:  1)  The  peoples  of  the  United  States  and  the  thole  trorld 
do  not  uant  uar,  3)  Eie  understan^ng  of  the  European  peoples  is  growing;  new 
democratic  countries  are  rising  t?)  in  Eastern  Europe,  and  that  ui5>reced©ntedly 
poW'^ful  bulwark  of  peace,  the  Soviet  Union,  tot?ers  between  Europe  and  Asia, 

Their  stubborn  resistance  against  sggressive  American  policy  is  attracting  most 
of  the  attention  of  the  TAalted  States,  S)  Most  important  for  China,  the  con- 
sciousness of  the  Chinese  people  is  growing  and  the  armed  forces  and  organized 
forces  of  the  people  led  by  the  Communist  Party  of  China  have  become  unprec^ 
dentedly  strong.  As  a result,  the  American  imperialist  ruling  bloc  has  been 
unable  to  adopt  the  policy  of  large-scale  direct  armed  attack  against  China, 
Instead  it  adopted  a policy  of  helping  Chiang  Kai-^ek  to  wage  civil  war.

American  navy,  army  and  air  forces  hatfe  taken  part  in  China’s  civil  war, 
Tsingtao,  Shan^al  and  Taiwan  were  turned  into  naval  bases  of  America,  Ameirican 
troops  were  stationed  in  Peiping,  Tientsin,  Tangshan,  Chingwangtao,  Tsingtao, 
Shanghai  and  Hanking,  The  American  air  force  controlled  all  (2ilna,  All 
China’s  strategic  places  were  photogTEphed  by  air.

Li'berals  or  *democratlc  indivldvialists'  vTith  a short  memory  v/ho  entertain 
illiisions  about  the  Ifelted  States*  please  read  uhat  JLcheson  m^itesJ  He  says 
that  vdaen  peace  came,  the  United  States  yas  confronted  vTith  three  choices  in 
China’  1)  Coniplete  taking  off  of  all  entanglements  in  China,  2)  Large-scale 
military  intervention  in  China  to  help  the  Kuomintang  smash  the  Conmunist  Party. 
3)  Help  to  the  Kuomintai^  to  establi^  its  sovereignty  over  as  large  an  area  as 
possible  in  China  yhile  enconiraging  both  parties  to  engege  in  consultation  and 
exerting  the  utmost  efforts  to  avoid  civil  vmr. 

Way  did  not  the  United  States  adopt  the  first  policy?  Acheson  says  that 
the  fir  st  choice  could  not  be  adopted  because  he  believes,  and  American  public 
opinion  also  felt  at  that  time,  that  this  you3.d  have  meant  the  abandoniig  by 
America  of  its  ^international  duty  and  traditional  policy  of  friend^p  for 
China*  before  a determined  effort  of  assistarice  had  been  made. 

So,  the  so-called  American  *intemational  duty*  and  ‘friendly  policy  to- 
T7a"^'da  Chins*  really  meansj  intervention  in  China*  Intervention  is  called

V71-..1*  is  that  of  Wall  Street  and  not  of  the  American  people. 

Why  UeS.  Did  not  Adopt  Open  Large-scale  Military  Intervention 

i^hy  did  not  the  United  States  adopt  the  second  policy? 

Acheson  says  that  the  second  choice  might  seon  attractive  theoretically,  and 
might  also  be  so  on  looking  back,  tut  it  could  not  be  carried  out.  The  Kuomin- 
tang T7as  unable  to  smash  the  Connrmist  Party  during  the  ten  years  before  the 
yorid  yar.  After  the  yar,  as  Acheson  mentioned  before,  the  strength  of  the 
Kuemintang  swiftly  lost  popular  support  and  prestige  in  these  areas.  On  the 
other  hand,  Acheson  continued,  the  strength  of  the  Conmunist  Party  grew  and  it 
controlled  the  greater  part  of  Korth  China.  Owing  to  the  incompetence  of  Kuo- 
mintang  troops^  it  war  * tragi  cally*  shotm  that  the  Communist  Party  could  only  be 
driven  away  through  Amsvicao  laflitavy  force,  Ihe  American  people  would  obvious- 
ly not  allow  the  AmeriCctn  s:iiny  to  take  up  such  a tremendous  obligation  in  1945 
and  after.  Therefore  the  United  States  adopted  the  third  choice,  Acheson  said. 

What  a convenient  method  the  third  choice  was*  The  Ttoited  States  supplied 
money  and  guns  and  Chiang  Kai-shek  supplied  men  to  fi^t  for  the  United  States 
and  Id  11  Chinese,  smash  the  Communist  Party  and  reduce  China  to  an  American  col- 
ony v;hile  the  United  States  sfudfilled  its  international  duty*  and  realized  its 
* traditiozial  friendly  x>oiicy  towards  China* i 

Although  the  Kuomintang  was  corrupt  and  inconpetent,  its  morale  was  low  aid 
it  had  no  popular  support,  it  was  still  to  be  supplied  with  money  and  aims  and 
made  to  fight.  Direct  armed  intervention  might  have  been  ^propriate  * theor- 
etically* and  otherwise  attractive,  but  was  in  fact  not  feasible  and  would  not 
ha<^e  been  tnl elated  by  the  Acericati  people.  It  is  not  that  the  inperialist 
Tr.iias.r-M:’3  raiall  aat-up  did  nr t want  it,  Ihey  desired  it  very  much,  but  tlie 
iii  Cnina,  the  situation  in  America  and  the  entire  international  sit- 
uation (and  Acheson  did  not  mention  this  point)  did  not  permit  them  to  do  it. 

So  they  fell  back  on  another  choico— adopted  the  third  course. 

a Chinese  who  believe  that  ^victory  is  also  possible  without  international 
assistance,*  listen  to  Acheson  giving  you  a lessonj  Acheson  is  a good  teacher

giving  lessons  gratis*  nlttaout  asking  a salary.  He  is  painstaking  In  his  teacb- 

Ing  and  imeqiii vocally  lets  out  the  tiiole  truth.  The  Ifeited  States  did  not  dis- 

patch troops  on  a large-scsJe  to  atteujk  China,  not  because  the  United  States  Oov- 
eryiment  did  not  desire  it,  but  because  it  had  epprehensions.  The  first  appre- 
hension nas  ttie  opposition  of  the  Chinese  people  and  the  fear  of  being  bogged 
dovm  in  a quagmire  from  vhich  it  could  not  extricate  itself.  The  second  appre- 
hension UBS  the  opposition  of  the  American  people  uho  Twuld  not  be  mobilized. 

The  third  apprehension  uas  the  (^position  of  the  people  of  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  peoples  of  Europe  and  other  countries,  ttae  risk  of  uorld-uide  opposition. 

But  the  lovable  franlmoss  of  Acheson,  has  its  limits.  Ho  uas  unullling  to 
speak  of  the  tiiird  apprehension. 

Muddle-headed  Chinese  liberals  and  Chinese  *democratic  individualists*  — 
you  uho  are  ^ortsi^ted,  listen  to  Acheson  giving  you  lessonsj  He  is  a good 
teach^.  The  benevolence,  righteousness  and  virtue  of  America  that  you  dreaaned 
about  have  been  scrubbed  anay  by  Acheson.  Is  this  not  so?  Cam  you  find  the 
slil^teat  bit  of  benevolence,  ri^teousness  or  virtue  in  the  Uhite  Vsp&vl

It  is  true  that  America  has  science  and  technical  skill.  But  they  aire 
unfortunately  in  the  hands  of  c^italists  and  not  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 

They  are  \2sed  for  e^loitatlon  and  oppression  at  home,  and  aggression  and  slaugh- 
ter abroad.  America  also  has  ^democracy*  riiich  is  unfortunately  only  another 
name  for  bourgeois,  on»>class  dictatorship. 

America  has  a lot  of  money,  but  unfortunately  she  is  only  uilling  to  give 
it  to  the  extremely  corrupt  Chiang  Kai-shek  reactionaries.  It  is  said  that 
she  is  also  billing  to  give  mone^’-  to  America's  Fifth  Colisnnists  in  China.  Hot>- 
evec*,  she  is  not  ^Tilling  to  give  it  to  liberals  or  dmnocratic  indlflcualists  Tho 
are  highly  pedantic  and  insensible  to  favors,  and  is  still  more  unuilllng  to 
give  it  to  Consnunists.  She  can  give,  but  only  on  conditions,  Uhat  are  these 
conditions?  The  main  condition  is  to  follorr  her.  The  Americans  have  spread 
some  relief  flour  in  Peiping,  Tientsin  and  Shanghai.  Iiet  us  see  uho  Is  uillii^ 
to  stoop  and  pick  it  ip.  The  Americans  have  throvm  out  the  bait.  Those  xiio 
s^Tallov;  it  Tdll  get  a belly  ache, 

Tfe  Chinese  have  strong  backbones  and  many  tho  uere  once  'liberals*  and 
• democratic  individualists*  have  stood  up  against  the  American  inperialists  and 
their  running  dogs,  the  Kuomintang  reactionaries.  The  late  professor  TTen  I-to 
(a  leading  m^ber  of  the  Chinese  Democratic  Leogue-Bd.)  preferred  death  to 
yielding  at  the  point  of  the  pistol  of  the  Kuomintang.  The  late  professor  of 
Tsln^ua  University  Chu  Tse-ching  preferred  starvation  rather  than  accept  United 
States  relief  food  r^en  he  nas  stricken  vitii  sickness. 

Blockade  Does  Hot  Scare  China 

Uhat  is  there  to  be  afraid  of  in  some  difficulties?  Oo  aheadp—blockad©  us, 
if  you  uill.  After  8 to  10  years  of  blockade  all  the  problems  of  China  uill  be 
solved,  27ot  being  afraid  of  death,  are  the  Chinese  afraid  of  difficulties? 

Tl-.e  philosopher  Lao  Tze  said*  *The  people  are  not  afraid  of  death,  rhy  frighten 
them  uith  death,"  American  imperlalimn  and  its  ninning  dogs,  the  Chiang  Kai- 
sh^  reactionaries,  not  only  "frighten  us  uith  death"  but  even  take  steps  to  make 


US  die.  In  addition  to  Tfen  I- to  and  others  thoj*  have  killed  several  million 
Chinese  in  the  past  three  years  hith  iimerican  carhinos,  machineguns,  60-nin  guns, 
82-min  mortaTSj  tagookas,  15-cm  hoTi-tgers,  aeroplrnes  and  homibs.  That  situation 
is  TiovT  djavTlng  to  its  end.  They  have  fonght  aac.  lost.  Instead  of  their 
attacld.ng  us,  mq  &xe  no\r  attacking  than.  They  \111  soon  he  finished.  They 
have  left  us  a fe\7  difficulties  such  as  blockade,  uneii5)loyment,  famine,  inflatloi 
and  price  soariiige  They  are  real  difficulties,  hut  conpared  nlth  the  past 
three  years,  rre  can  nou  hreattie  freely.  T7e  have  passed  through  the  trihular- 
tions  of  the  last  three  years.  Can  it  he  that  rje  cannot  overcome  these  feu 
difliCcu/.ies;  of  today?  Can*t  ue  live  without  the  Ikiited  States  of  Anerica? 

TOien  the  People's  lAheration  Army  swept  atross  the  Yangtze  River,  the 
Kanking  American  colonial  government  scattered  like  a pack  of  hens  hut  “Amhass- 
adcr*’  Iei£d^':c.'i  Stuart  sat  ti^t  and  gazed  about  hoping  to  put  rp  a new  signboard 

and  grab  something, 

TThat  did  he  see?  He  saw  columns  of  the  People*  s Liberation  Amy  marching 
past  and  gr^-cps  of  workers,  peasants  and  students  rising  rp.  Ho  also  saw 
another  phenomena — large  nomhei’s  of  ^liberals*  or  ’democratic  individualists* 
shouting  slogans  and  talking  of  revolution  together  with  workers,  peasants  and 
students. 

To  sura  up,  nobody  bothered  about  Stuart,  He  stood  "alone  comforted  by 
hf.£»  shadow"  with  nothing  to  do  and  he  had  to  pick  Tp  his  bags  and  depart. 

Thei'e  axe  a portion  of  intellectuals  and  other  people  in  China  tdio  still 
have  befuddled  thoughts  and  entertain  illusions  about  America,  Slf forts  must 
be  made^  throu^i  well  meant  persuasion  to  enable  th^  to  stand  on  the  side  of 
the  people,  to  win  then  over,  educate  and  unite  them  and  not  let  them  be  diped 
by  iirperialism, 

Ti  ?>  vtWlv  prestige  of  American  imperialism  has  gone  bankinpt  in  the  eyes 
of  -he  Ohunose  people.  The  American  Uhite  P^er  is  a record  of  this  banknptcy, 
Ail  elements  sho''jld  make  good  use  of  the  Uhite  Paper  to  educate  the  Chinese 
people, 

Lei^*ton  Stuart  has  gone  and  the  TJhlte  P^er  has  come.  This  is  very 
good,  two  events  ai*e  worth  celebrating.

Vo  have  criticised  the  main  points  of  the  imerlcaa  TSiite  Paper  in  three 
editorielf^i-  -*A  Confession  that  CouLd  Not  Be  Helped,"  "Discard  Illusions,  Pre- 
pare fo2  struggle"  and  "Ooodhye, Leighton  gtuartc"  Ihese  criticisms  have  evoked 
^dospread  attention  and  discussion  among  all  donocratic  parties  and  groups, 
peqjle’s  oigaidzations,  the  press,  schools  and  donocratic  personages  of  all  sec- 
tions have  also  ma^  many  correct  and  heneficial  statements,  declarations 
and  cor^^e'itso  Discussion  meetings  on  the  Tilhlte  Paper  are  being  held  and  the 
Tihols  diSi^nssion  is  gx*OTdng. 

Scope  of  Hat^.oa  -7dde  PieKsussion 

Iheso  discussions  have  covered  relations  bettreen  China  and  the  United 
States,  relations  between  China  and  the  Soviet  Union,  relations  between  China 
and  foreign  countries  during  the  past  centnry,  the  inter-relations  between  the 
Chinese  rerr'oliition  and  the  rrorld  revolutionary  forces,  the  relations  betTTcen  the 
Suonintang  reactionaries  and  the  Chinese  people,  the  attitude  diich  democratic 
parties  and  gioips,  people »8  organisations  and  democratic  personages  of  all 
eeccions  should  adc^t  in  their  struggle  against  Inperiallsm,  the  attitude  nhloh 
liberals  or  so-called  ’democratic  individualists'  should  ad^t  in  the  ov^all 
relations  uithin  the  country  and  uith  foreign  countries,  end  hotz  to  deal  pith 
the  nep  Inperlallst  plots.  These  are  excellent  developments  rMdi  pill  have 
a groat  educational  effect. 

It  Is  not  accidental  that  the  ;diole  porld  is  discussing  the  Chinese  revo- 
lution and  the  American  IShite  ^^er.  It  indicates  the  great  significance  of 
the  Chinese  revolution  in  porld  history.  For  ttie  Chinese,  our  revolution  has 
been  essentially  tron,  but  for  quite  a long  time  there  pas  no  opportimity  to  un- 
fold detailed  discussion  on  the  many  tri.ded  domestic  and  foreign  inter-relations 
of  this  revolution.  Such  a disctisaion  is  necessary  and  an  opportunl^  for  it 
has  nop  been  found,  namely  the  discussion  of  the  American  Uhite  P^er.  Hitherto 
the  opportunity  for  such  a discussion  pas  not  available  because  the  revolution 
had  not  yet  gained  a basic  victory,  Chinese  and  foreign  reactionaries  isolated 
the  big  cities  frean  the  People’s  Liberation  Army  and  also  because  the  develop- 
ment of  the  revolution  had  not  fully  ejqposed  several  contradictory  aspects  of 
the  situatioii.  But  it  Is  different  nop.  The  greater  part  of  China  has  been 
liberated  and  the  contradictory  a^eots  of  the  domestic  and  porld  situation  have 
been  fully  exposed.  It  le  at  this  moment  that  the  United  States  publi^ed  the 
Uhite  Paper  and  opportunity  for  discussion  has  thus  arisen. 

Bby  the  Thite  Paper’s  "Frankness"? 

The  TIhite  Peper  is  a record  of  counter-revolution.  It  openly  exposes  Anw 
erican  inperlallst  intervention  in  China.  This  ^ops  that  inperialism  has  left 
the  normal  track.  2he  great  and  victorious  Chinese  revolution  has  conpelled  a 
section,  a clique  pi  thin  the  American  inperialist  bloc  to  publish  openly  certain 
true  facts  concerning  their  activities  against  the  Chinese  people  and  to  drap  re- 
actionary conclusions  from  them  in  order  to  ansper  the  attacks  of  another  sea- 
tlon,  another  clique;  otherplse  they  cannot  carry  on  pith  their  plans.  Open 
e;:posure  takes  the  place  of  concealment  and  camouflage  and  it  is  this  that  ^ops 
that  inperialism  has  departed  from  its  normal  method. 

Althou^  the  inperialist  government  continued  daily  to  push  forpard  pil^  its 
counteri-revolutlonaxy  cause  during  the  peeks  before  the  publication  of  the  Dhlte 


or,  it  previously  never  spoke  the  truth  hut  couched  its  utterances  and  offic- 
ial. documents  in  tones  of  henevolonco,  righteousness  and  virtue.  Crafty  old 
British  inporialislB  and  a numher  of  smaller  inperialist  countries  still  act  in 
this  manner,  IHae  rpstart,  hysterical  imperialism  set-ip  of  Triman,  Marshall, 
Acheson  and  Lei^ton  Stuart  uhich  is  opposed  by  the  people  and  hy  another  clique 
in  their  inperialist  gang,  nou  deems  it  necessary  and  feasible  to  reveal  openly 
a number  (but  not  all)  of  their  counter-revolutionary  facts  so  as  to  argue  vdth 
their  opponents  in  the  gang  as  to  uhich  counter-revolutionary  method  is  the  uis- 
er  one.  In  so  doing  they  are  attenptiiig  to  convince  their  opponents,  so  that 
they  can  continue  using  the  coTmter-revolutionary  method  ^hich  they  reaard  as 
the  uisest.  Coming  to  a deadlock,  one  clique  has  suddenly  laid  its  cards  on 
the  table.  It  has  di^liayed  all  the  truirpo  uhleh  it  has  been  using.  This  is 
called  the  ®iite  Paper, 

Tfhite  Paper  as  a Te:;tbodc 

The  TJhite  Paper  thus  becomes  educational  material  for  the  Chinese  people. 

Por  many  years  on  many  questions,  and  mainly  on  the  question  of  the  nature  of 
Imperialism  and  that  of  socialism,  certain  Chinese,  (§ad  at  one  time  many  Chin- 
ese-SSd.)  regarded  uhat  the  Comnunlsts  had  said  half  with  belief  and  half  uith 
doubt— *it  may  not  be  so,* 

This  situation  laiderv/ent  a change  after  August  5,  1949.  Acheson  gave  a 
lecture.  He  spoke  as  the  American  Secretary  of  State  and  with  regard  to  some 
materials  and  conclusions,  rihat  he  said  vras  exactly  the  same  as  viiat  we  Commun- 
ists and  other  progressives  have  said.  This  time  they  could  not  but  believe. 

The  eyes  of  such  groi:ps  were  at  last  opened  to  the  true  state  of  affairs. 

To  facilitate  the  study  of  the  main  points  of  the  THhite  Paper,  the  Agency 
has  translated  and  published  In  Chinese  the  full  text  of  Acheson *s  letter  to  Tru- 
man which  is  a preface  to  the  IThite  P^er,  This  preface  is  at  the  same  time  the 
main  points  of  the  TThite  Paper, 

This  editorial  is  written  to  help  readers  analyze  the  preface  to  the  TJhite 
"Peper,  It  is  written  in  the  order  of  the  preface  to  the  TJhite  Paper  so  that 
readers  may  conveniently  conpare  it  with  the  text  of  the  preface.  The  editorial 
is  rather  long,  but  this  is  unavoidable  so  as  to  refute  all  erroneous  vioi;polnts 
embodied  in  the  preface. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  letter  to  Trumein,  which  prefaces  the  TJhite  P^or, 
Acheson  mentioned  his  story  of  how  the  TJhite  Paper  was  conpilod.  Ho  said  that 
his  Tihite  Paper  was  compiled  differently  from  others,  being  objective  and  frank. 
Ho  said: 

**Thi8  is  a frank  record  of  an  extremely  cocplicatod  problem  involving 
a most  unhappy  period  in  the  life  of  a great  country  to  which  the  United 
States  has  long  been  attached  by  ties  of  closest  friendship,  Ho  avail- 
able item  has  been  omitted  because  it  contains  statomonts  critical  of  our 
pSlicy  or  might  be  the  basis  of  future  criticism.  The  inherent  strength 
of  our  ^stem  is  the  responsiveness  of  the  G-ovornmont  to  an  informed  and 
critical  public  opinion.  It  is  precisely  this  informed  and  critical  pub- 
lic opinion  vhich  totalitarian  Govomments,  whether  rightist  or  Coranunlst, 
cannot  endure  and  do  not  to 1 orate, " 
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Cortalnly  relations  of  friendship  do  exist  hetTTCon  the  peoples  of  China  and 
the  Chi  tod  States#  !Ihis  friendship  may,  and  certainly  vdll,  throaigh  mutual 
efforts,  develop  into  close  and  closest  relations  in  the  future.  But  because  of 
the  obstruction  of  Chinese  and  toerican  reactionaries,  this  friendship  uas  great- 
ly obstructed  in  the  past,  and  at  present  our  relations  are  few,  Turthermoro, 
because  the  reactionaries  of  both  countries  told  their  po<^103  many  lies  and 
ccanmlttod  rotten  deeds,  the  friendship  between  the  two  peoples  is  not  close  to- 
day, laien  j&cheson  talks  of  *ties  of  closest  friendship,*  he  refers  to  llzika  be- 
tveen  the  reaotlcnarios,  not  the  pc^los,  of  the  two  countries. 

Here,  Achoson  is  neither  objective  nor  frank.  Ho  mixed  the  mutual  rela- 
tions of  the  peoples  of  two  countries  with  those  of  the  reactionaries#  To  the 
peoples  of  the  two  countries,  the  victory  of  the  Chinese  revolution  and  the 
defeat  of  the  reactionaries  of  China  and  the  United  States  are  an  unprocodon tly 
happy  event  in  their  Uvos#  The  present  period  is  an  unprecedentedly  happy  par- 
lod  in  their  lives* 

In  contrast,  this  is  really  * a most  unhappy  period*  in  the  lives  of  Truman, 
Mardiall,  Achoson,  Leighton  Stuart,  and  other  American  reactionaries,  of  Chiai^ 
Kai-shek,  H#H»  Kung,  T,Y#  Soong,  Chen  Li-fu,  Li  Tsung-jon,  Pai  Chung-hsi,  and 
other  Chinese  rc^tionaries, 

^at  is  Meant  by  ^public  Opinion »T 

Acheson  and  conpany  mix  ip  the  public  opinion  of  the  reactionaries  with  the 
public  opinion  of  the  people#  Towards  the  public  opinion  of  the  people,  the 
•responsiveness' of  Acheson  and  company  is  aero#  They  are  blind  and  deaf  to  it. 
During  the  past  several  years,  they  wore  deaf  to  the  opposition  of  the  peoples  of 
America,  China  and  the  world  against  the  reactionary  foreign  policies  of  the 
Ikiitod  States, 

What  is  Achoson*s  •informed  and  critical  public  opinion?'  It  is  the  thous- 
ands of  newspapers,  nows  agencies,  periodicals,  radio  stations,  and  othcar  prop- 
aganda organs  socially  designed  for  tolling  lies  and  threatening  the  people, 
controlled  by  the  two  American  reactionary  parties,  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
Parties,  Acheson  was  right  when  ho  said  tiaat  Communists  (not  only  the  Commun- 
ists but  also  the  people)  cannot  endure  and  do  not  tolerate  those  propaganda 
organs. 

Therefore,  the  Information  Offices  of  inperialism  were  banned  by  us,  and  the 
Inperialist  news  agencies  wore  forbidden  by  us  to  release  their  dispatches  to  the 
Chinese  proas.  They  are  no  longer  allowed  to  poison,  at  will,  the  soul  ^f  the 
Chinese  people. 

The  saying  that  the  Communist-led  government  is  a »totalitarian  government' 

Is  * semi-correct,  * This  government  is  a dictatorship  over  the  reactionaries  at 
home  and  abroad  and  will  not  permit  than  any  right  of  freedom  of  action  against 
the  revolution.  Reactionaries  in  their  anger  utter  the  rc5>roach  * totalitarian 
government,*  This  is  absolutely  correct  xiicn  peaking  of  the  function  of  the 
people* s government  in  si^jprossing  reactionaries.  This  function,  or  power,  vMch 
Is  now  written  into  our  program  will  later  be  written  In  our  constitution#  Por 

the  people  who  have  won  victory,  it  is  something  like  bread  and  butter  daich  is 
indl^onsablo  to  thorn#  It  is  a good  thing  diich  is  like  a talisman  for  solf- 
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protGctlon  handoi  doun  throij^  the  family.  This  talisman  will  never  ho  dis- 
carded or  laid  aside  till  the  day  when  imperialism  abroad  and  classes  in  the 
ooinatry  are  thoi^)i:ghly  and  completely  eliminated.  The  more  the  reactionaries 
curse  snch  * totalitarian  government,  • the  more  obvious  ‘becomes  its  preciousnoss. 

However,  half . of  vdiat  Achoson  says  is  wrong.  TowBK'd  the  people,  the 
Communist-led  government  of  the  peoplo*s  democratic  dictatorship  is  not  dicta- 
torial but  democratic."  This  is  a gpvcriment  of  the  people  vhich  must  most  , 
himbly  and  respectfully  listen  to  the  people  and  vhich  is  also,  at  the  seme  time, 
the  teacher  of  the  people  who  educates  thcan'by  means  of  self-education  or  self- 
criticism. 

U»8.  Loads  World*  s Bightist  Total! tarians 

Since  the  fall  of  the  Gorman,  Italian  and  Japanese  fascist  governments,  the 
American  Government  is— to  use  Aches6n*s  phrase,  the  leading  rightist  ’totali- 
tarian government*  in  the  world;  all  ‘bourgeois  governments,  including  the  Gor- 
man, Italian  and  Japanese  reactionary  governments  under  the  wing  of  inporialism, 
are  governments  of  this  typo.  The  Yugoslav  Tito  Government  has  joined  this 
groip.  As  the  Chinese  people  have  defeated  the  Chiang  2ai-shek  Government  and 
osta‘blishcKi  their  own  Government,  China  has  loft  the  inporialist  ‘bloc  for  the 
anti-inporialist  camp. 

The  ‘bourgeois  pattern  of  government  (this  is  the  alliance  of  the  landlord 
class  and  ‘bureaucratic  ‘bourgeoisie  in  China)  is  the  dictatorship  of  one  class 
over  the  people.  This  government  is  totally  different  from  the  people’s  gov- 
ernment for  its  so-called  democracy  applies  to  the  ‘bourgeoisie,  Tiiilo  it  inposos 
a dictatorship  over  the  people.  The  govorranonts  of  Prance,  Chiang  Kai-shdk  and 
Tito — and  of  Hitler,  Mussolini,  and  To  jo  ‘before  them — have  a‘boliahGd,  or  com- 
pletely laid  aside,  oven  the  facade  of  democracy  among  the  ‘bourgeoisie.  This 
is  ‘because  the  class  struggle  in  those  various  countries  reached  a ‘boiling  point 
and  it  was  more  advantageous  to  thcan  to  a'bolish  or  put  aside  this  facade  so  that 
the  popple  tjill  not  "bo  a‘blo  to  make  active  use  of  it, 

Hho  American  Govorrinont  still  has  a facade  of  democracy,  ‘but'  this  facade 
has  ‘boon  reduced  to  very  snail  proportions  ‘by  the  American  reactionaries  and  Is 
also  very  much  faded.  This  facade  is  much  smaller  than'  in  the  days  of  Washing- 
ton, JSfferson  and  Lincoln,  This  is  ‘because  the  class  struggle  has  pressed 
forward  a few  stops,  and  if  it  presses  on  further,  the  American  facade  of  demo- 
cracy will,  of  necessity,  vanish  into  thin  air,  ' 

All  can  see  how  many  ‘blunders  Achoson  made  the  moment  ho  opened  his  mouth. 
This  is  unavoida‘blo,  ‘because  ho  is  a reactionary.  As  to  the  extent  to  iiiiich 

Achoson’s  tlhito  Paper  Is  a ’frank  record’,  we  consider  that  it  is,  and  is  also 
not,  frank,  Achoson  and  company  are  frank  whon  thoy  subjectively  consider  it 
to  bo  advantageous  to  their  party  and  clique.  Otherwise  they  are  not.  The 
puipoao  of  their  protonco  of  frankness  is — aggression. 
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V.  A FIFTH  COMMENT  ON  THE  WHITE  PAPER 

{Peiping,  August  81,  l94§^ 

To  find  grounds  for  aggression,  Acheson  talks  a lot  about 
’friendship*  and  piles  up  a lot  of  ’principles*.  He  writes;  "The 
interest  of  the  people  and  the  Grovernment  of  the  United  States  in 
China  goes  far  back  into  our  history.  Despite  the  distance  and 
broad  differences  in  background  which  separate  China  and  the  United 
States,  our  friendship  for  that  country  has  always  been  intensified 
by  the  religious,  philanthropic  and  cultural  ties  which  have  united 
the  two  peoples,  and  has  been  attested  by  many  acts  of  goodwill 
over  a period  of  many  years,  including  the  use  of  the  Boxer  inde-* 
nity  for  the  education  of  Chinese  students,  the  abolition  of  extra- 
territoriality during  the  Second  World  War  and  extensive  aid  to 
China  during  and  since  the  close  of  the  war.  The  record  shows  that 
the  U.S.  has  consistently  maintained  and  still  maintains  these  fund- 
amental principles  of  our  foreign  policy  towards  China,  which  in- 
clude the  doctrine  of  the  Open  Door,  respect  for  the  administration 
and  territorial  integrity  of  China,  and  opposition  to  any  foreign 
domination  of  China.” 

"Friendship”  or  Aggression 

Acheson  tells  a barefaced  lie  by  writing  ’friendship’  for 
’aggression’.  The  history  of  American  imperialist  aggression  in 
China,  from  the  time  American  imperialism  helped  the  British  to 
fight  the  Opium  War  in  1840  up  to  its  ousting  from  China  by  the 
Chinese  people,  should  be  written  into  a short  and  concise  text  book 
to  educate  the  youth  of  China. 

The  United  States  was  one  of  the  earliest  countries  to  force 
China  into  granting  extra-territorial  rights.  This  is  what  the 
White  Paper  refers  to  as  the  1844  Cushing  Treaty  signed  for  the  first 
time  in  history  between  China  and  the  United  States,  In  this  trea- 
ty, the  United  States  also  forced  China  to  accept  the  missionary  work 
of  Americans,  Many  well-known  schools  in  China,  such  as  Yenching, 
the  Peiping  Union  Medical  College,  Peking  Academy,  St,  Johns,  Nan- 
king, Yale,  Soochow  and  West  China  Union  Universities  were  all  set 
up  by  America.  I*eighton  Stuart  made  his  name  in  doing  such  work 
and  became  the  American  Ambassador  to  China. 

Acheson  has  clearly  got  something  at  the  back  of  his  mind.  His 
statement  that  "our  friendship  for  that  country  has  always  been  in- 
tensified by  the  religious,  philanthropic  and  cultural  ties  which 
have  united  the  two  peoples”  has,  of  course,  its  background.  Since 
the  signing  of  the  treaty  in  1844,  the  United  States  has  been  pains- 
taking in  pursuing  this  course  for  105  years  allegedly  to  ’intensi- 
fy friendship,  ’ 

U.S,  participation  in  the  ;)oint  forces  of  eight  powers  to  de- 
feat China  (in  the  ‘Boxer*  rising),  and  forcing  her  to  pay  the  Box- 
er indemnity  which  was  later  used  for  the  ’education’  of  Chinese 
students  are  also  counted  as  expressions  of  ’friendship'. 
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Extra-territoriality  was  * abolished,’  yet  the  U.S,  Marine  cul- 
prit in  the  case  of  the  rape  of  Miss  Shen  Chung  was  acquitted  by 
the  U.S,  Navy  Department.  And  here  is  a.iother  expression  of  ' 
’friendship'!  'Aid  to  China  during  and  since  the  close  of  the  War’ 
to  the  amoiint  of  over  §4,500,000,000  (according  to  the  White  Paper) 
or  over  §5j,914, 000,000  (according  to  the  figures  of  the  Hew  China 
News  Agency),  helped  Chiang  Kai-shek  to  slaughter  several  millions 
of  Chinese,  This  is  also  counted  as  an  expression  of  ’friendship'. 

Principles  of  U,S.  Policy 

The  ’friendship'  accorded  to  China  by  American  imperialism  dur- 
ing the  past  109  years  (since  1840,  when  Britain  and  America  coll- 
aborated in  the  Opium  War)  and  especially  the  great  ’friendship’  of 
helping  Chiang  Kai-shek  to  slaughter  several  millions  of  Chinese  in 
recent  years  had  one  aim.  This  White  Paper  calls  it!  "The  United 
States  consistently  maintained  and  still  maintains  those  fundamental 
principles  of  our  foreign  policy  towards  China  which  include  the 
doctrine  of  the  Open  Door,  respect  for  the  administrative  and  terr- 
itorial integrity  of  China  and  opposition  to  any  foreign  domination 
of  China,  ** 

The  killing  of  several  million  Chinese,  apparently,  was  for  no 
other  reasons  than  first,  to  maintain  the  doctrine  of  the  Open  Door; 
second,  to  respect  the  administrative  and  territorial  integrity  of 
China;  and  third,  to  oppose  any  foreign  domination  of  China] 

Today  the  door  in  still  open  to  Acheson  and  Company  only  in  a 
small  area  around  Canton,  in  Taiwan  (Formosa),  and  other  places. 

The  first  sacred  principle  is  still ’maintained’  in  these  places. 
Elsewhere,  as  in  Shanghai,  the  door  which  originally  seemed  to  be 
open  is  now  blockaded  by  American- supplied  warships  and  guns  and 
shells.  A very  unsaored  principle  is  being  practised^-the  blocked 
door  policy! 

Now,  only  a small  area,  Canton  and  Taiwan  still  ’maintain* 
’administrative  and  territorial  integrity*  as  interpreted  in  Ache- 
son’s  second  sacred  principle.  All  other  places  in  China,  it  seems 
have  met  with  a sad  fate — their ’administrative  and  territorial  in- 
tegrity is  shattered  and  they  are  in  a bad  way! 

Strange  Logic  of  the  White  Paper 

. , only  a small  area,  Canton  and  Taiwan  (Formosa),  according 

to  Acheson* s third  sacred  principle,  is  still  dominated  by  Chinese. 
’Foreign  domination;  presumably  including  American  domination  is 
here  'opposed*  by  Acheson  and  has  naturally  become  non-existent. 

As  to  the  rest  of  Chinese  territory,  it  breaks  one’ s heart  to  speak 
of  it.  Everything  is  finished.  It  is  all  dominated  by  foreign- 
ers. The  Chinese  there  have  all  become  slaves*  The  Honorable  Ache- 
son stops  here  in  his  document  and  does  not  find  time  to  point  out 
what  foreign  country  is  meant.  That  will  be  self-evident  in  the 
following  article,  and  there  is  no  need  to  ask. 

Is  non-interference  in  China’s  internal  affairs  also  a prin- 
ciple? Here  Acheson  is  silent.  Presumably  it  is  not.  Such  is 
the  astute  logic  of  the  White  Paper  aw  proved  by  its  preface,

The  Chinese  should  thank  Dean  Acheson,  spokesman  of  the  American  capital- 
ists. This  is  because  Acheson  has  clearly  confessed  that  America  supplied  mon- 
ey and  guns  and  that  Chiang  Kai-shek  supplied  men  to  fight  for  America  to 
slaughter  other  Chinese.  Thereby  he  provided  the  evidence  for  advanced  Chinese 
to  convince  the  backward.  Is  this  not  true?  Acheson  has  himself  confessed 
that  the  great  sanguinary  war  of  the  past  several  years,  costing  the  lives  of 
several  million  Chinese,  was  planned  and  organized  by  American  imperialism* 


The  Chinese  should  thank  Acheson  also  because  he  has  publicly  declared  that 
Washington  wants  to  enlist  so-called  ’democratic  individualists’'  in  China  to  or- 
ganize an  American  Fifth  Column  and  overthrow  the  People  *s  Government  led  by  the 
Communist  Party  of  China.  This  will  warn  Chinese,  especially  those  with  liber- 
al leanings,  so  that  they  can  mutually  pledge  not  to  fall  into  the  U.S*  trap 
and  be  everywhere  on  the  alert  against  the  conspiratorial  activities  that  are 
being  carried  out  covertly  by  American  imperialism. 

The  Chinese  should,  furthermore,  thank  Acheson  because  he  talked  nonsense 
at  length  about  the  modem  history  of  China.  Acheson* s viewpoint  on  history, 
the  bourgeois  idealistic  outlook  on  history,  is  also  held  by  a number  of  Chin- 
ese intellectuals.  Refuting  Acheson,  therefore,  has  the  added  benefit  of  widen- 
ing the  vision  of  the  broad  masses  of  Chinese.  It  will  be  even  more  helpful  to 
those  who  hold  the  same  views  as  Acheson,  or  certain  similar  ones. 


liVhat  is  Acheson* s nonsensical  talk  about  modern  Chinese  history?  Acheson 
attempts  to  explain  the  occurrences  of  the  Chinese  revolution  by  economic  and 
social  conditions  in  China.  On  this  point,  he  tells  many  a fairy  tale. 

Does  **Over*populat ion”  Cause  Revolution 


Acheson  sayst  ”The  population  of  China  diiaring  the  18th  and  19th  centuries 
doubled,  thereby  creating  an  unbearable  pressure  upon  the  land*  The  first  prob- 
lem which  every  Chinese  Government  has  had  to  face,  is  that  of  feeding  this  pop- 
ulation. So  far  none  has  succeeded. 


The  Kuomintang  atten^ted  to  solve  it  by  putting  many  land  refom  laws  on 
the  statute  books.  Some  of  these  laws  have  failed,  others  have  been  ignored. 

In  no  small  measure,  the  predicament  in  which  the  National  Government  finds 

failure  to  provide  China  with  enouth  to  eat,  A large 
part  Of  the  Chinese  Communist  propaganda  consists  of  promises  that  they  will 
solve  the  land  problem.’*  ^ 


4.U-  quite  true  to  Chinese  who  are  ignorant  of  the  true  cause  of 

\ over-population  and  food  shortage,  and  as  a result  the  revo- 

lution breaks  out.  The  Kuomintang  did  not  solve  this  problem  and  it  is  unlikely 
the  Communist  Party  can  solve  it.  'So  far  none  has  succeeded.’  ^ 

I«  over-population  the  cause  of  revolution?  Were  the  many  revolutions 
population?  There  have  been  many  revolutions  in  China  ^ 
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Ache  son’s  knowledge  of  history  is  nil.  He  has  not  even  read  the  American 
declaration  of  independence,  Washington,  Jefferson,  and  others  carried  out  a 
revolution  against  Britain  because  the  British  oppressed  and  exploited  the  Am- 
ericans and  not  because  America  vris  over-populated. 

^e  Chinese  people  have  time  and  again  overthx-own  feudal  dynasties  because 
these  dynasties  oppressed  and  exploited  the  people  and  not  because  of  over-pop- 
ulation. The  Russians  carried  out  the  February  and  October  revolutions  because 
of  oppression  ani  exploitation  by  the  Russian  Tzars  and  bourgeoisie,  and  not  be- 
cause of  over-population.  At  present,  the  population  in  Russia  still  lags  far 
behind  the  area  of  land. 

The  territory  of  Outer  Mongolia  is  very  extensive.  Its  population  is  very 
sparse.  According  to  Aoheson’s  reasoning,  a revolution  is  inconceivable  in 
such  a place.  But  a revolution  occurred  there  long  ago. 

Is  *Qver-Population’  China’s  Economic  Problem 

According  to  Acheson,  there  is  absolutely  no  way  out  for  China*  China  has 
a population  of  475  million,  and  this  is  'unbearable  pressure.'  Revolution  or 
no  revolution;  the  situation  is  hopeless,  says  Acheson.  This  gives  Acheson 
great  hopes  which  he  does  not  disclose,  but  which  have  been  disclosed  frequently 
by  American  journalists.  His  hope  lies  in  the  so-called  inability  of  the  Comm- 
unist Party  of  China  to  solve  its  economic  problem.  He  thinks  China  will  per- 
manently be  in  chaos  and  her  only  way  out  is  to  rely  on  American  grain,  or  in 
other  words,  to  become  an  American  colony. 

Why  did  the  1911  revolution  in  China  fail  and  why  couldn’t  it  solve  the 
food  problem?  It  vras  because  the  revolution  only  overthrew  the  Manchu  Dynasty 
and  did  not  overthrow  the  oppression  and  exploitation  of  imperialism  and  feudal- 
ism. Why  did  the  Northern  Expedition  (of  1924-27)  fail  and  v/hy  could  it  not 
solve  the  food  problem?  Because  Chiang  Kai-shek  betrayed  the  revolution,  cap- 
itulated to  imperialism  and  became  the  ringleader  in  oppressing  and  exploiting 
the  Chinese. 

Is  it  true  that  ’so  far  none  has  succeeded’  in  feeding  the  people?  Does 
'the  feeding  problem’  as  stated  by  Acheson  still  exist  in  the  old  liberated 
areas  of  Northwest,  North,  Northeast,  and  East  China  where  the  agrarian  problem 
has  been  solved?  The  United  States  has  not  a few  espionage  agents  or  so-called 
observers  in  China.  How  is  it  they  have  not  even  found  this  out? 

The  unemployment  problem,  "tiiat  is,  the  problem  of  feeding  the  people  in 
Shanghai  and  other  places  is  entirely  the  outcome  of  the  brutal  and  ruthless  ex- 
ploitation of  imperialism,  feudalism,  buireaucratio  capitalism,  and  the  Kuomintang 

reactionary  Government.  Under  the  People’s  Government,  only  a few  years  will  be 
needed  to  solve  the  unemployment  problem  entirely.  It  will  solve  the  food  prob- 
lem in  these  places  as  it  has  already  done  in  North  China,  Northeast  China,  etc. 

People  Are  an  Asset,  Not  a Liability 

The  fact  that  China  has  a vast  population  is  an  excellent  thing.  Even  if 
her  population  increases  many  fold,  she  has  all  the  means  to  deal  with  this— by 
production.  The  absurd  theory  advanced  by  Vfestern  bourgeois  economists  like 
Malthus  that  inoroasos  in  food  cannot  keep  up  Vfith  increases  of  population  has 
not  only  been  utterly  refuted  theoretically  by  Marxists.  It  has  also  been  en- 
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tirely  refuted  by  facts  in  the  post-revolutionary  Soviet  Union  and  the  liberated 
areas  in  China. 

In  accordance  with  the  truth  that  revolution  plus  production  can  solve  the 
feeding  problem,  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  China  has  or- 
dered Communist  Party  Organizations  and  the  People's  Liberated  Armj’’  throughout 
the  country  to  maintain  former  Kuomintang  personnel  and  not  retrench  on  their 
jobs  as  they  can  render  service  in  one  respect  or  another,  and  are  not  clearly 
proved  to  bo  reactionaries  nor  have  heinous  crimes  to  their  record. 

Under  extremely  difficult  conditions,  they  have  ordered  that  food  should  be 
shared  and  houses  crowded  in  to  provide  shelter  for  all.  Orders  of  discharge 
should  be  retracted  in  the  case  of  those  who  cannot  find  a means  of  living,  and 
they  should  bo  provided  with  food.  All  Kuomintang  troops  who  have  crossed  over 
or  have  boon  taken  prisoner  should,  in  accordance  vri-th  this  principle,  be  re- 
trained. All  nonleading  reactionaries  should  bo  provided  vrith  a means  of  liv- 
ing so  long  as  they  repent. 

Among  all  things  on  earth,  man  is  the  most  precious.  Under  the  leadership 
of  the  Communist  Party,  all  miracles  on  earth  can  be  creatdd  so  long  as  there  are 
people.  We  refuto  Acheson’s  theory.  Wo  believe  that  revolution,  rich  resources, 
good  means  of  livelihood,  and  a flourishing  cultviro  will  materialize  before  long. 
All  pessimistic  views  are  utterly  groundless. 

Did  ''Western  Technology”  Cause  Revolution  of  1911? 

'V^estem  technology'  is  the  second  cause  by  which  Acheson  seeks  to  explain 
the  occurence  of  the  Cj^inose  revolution,  Acheson  sayss  ’’For  more  than  3,000 
years  the  Chinese  developed  their  ovm  high  culture  and  civilization,  largely 
untouched  by  outside  influence.  Even  subjected  to  military  conquest,  the  Chinese 
alvrays  managed  in  the  end  to  subdue  and  absorb  the  invader.  It  was  natural, 
therefore,  that  they  should  come  to  look  upon  themselves  as  the  center  of  the 
v/orld  and  the  highest  expression  of  civilized  mankind. 

’’Then  in  the  middle  of  the  19th  century  the  heretofore  impervious  wall  of 
Chinese  isolation  was  breached  by  the  VJ’est,  These  outsiders  brought  with  them 
aggressiveness,  the  unparalleled  development  of  Western  technology,  and  a high 
order  of  culture  which  had  not  accompanied  previous  foreign  incursions  into  China, 
Partly  because  of  these  qualities  and  partly  because  of  the  decay  of  Manchu  rule, 
the  Westerners,  instead  of  being  absorbed  by  the  Chinese,  introduced  nev/  ideas 
which  played  an  important  part  in  stimulating  ferment  and  unrest,” 

To  Chinese  ignorant  of  the  cause  of  things,  what  Acheson  says  may  seem  to 
be  true.  New  Western  ideas  were  imported  to  China,  and  perhaps  they  brought 
about  revolution,  ’’Ideas  can  bring  about  revolution?”  This  is  typical  his- 
torical idealism. 

Against  whom  was  the  1911  revolution  directed?  ’’Because  of  the  decay  of 
I'lanchu  rule”  tlx  offensive  xvas  directed  against  this  vreak  point  and  the  revolutior 
Tiras  against  the  Manchu  Dynasty,  Acheson  says.  Here  Achoson  tells  a lie.  The 
1911  revolution  v;as  against  imperialism.  The  Chinese  revolted  against  the  Manchu 
Dynasty  because  it  ViTCis  the  lackey  of  imperialism.  The  Opium  War  against  British 
aggression,  the  vrar  against  the  aggression  of  joint  British  and  French  forces, 
the  Taiping  war  against  the  Manchu  Dynasty,  lackey  of  imperialism,  the  war  against* 
the  aggression  of  France,  the  vrar  against  Japanoso  aggression,  the  war  against 
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the  aggressionof  the  forces  of  eight  countries— all  these  l^h  ware 

were  lost.  Thon  there  ocounred  the  1911  revolution  against  the  Manchu  Dynasty, 
lackey  of  imperialism.  This  is  modern  Chinese  history  up  to  the  1911  revolution# 

Ilshat  Was  the  ’’Yfestern  Impact”  on  China 

I'Vhat  does  Ache  son  mean  by  ’Western  impact”?  Yi/hat  he  means  has  been  said  by 
Marx  and  Engels  in  the  'Communist  Manifesto’  in  1848.  They  said  the  Western 
bourgeoisie  remolds  the  world  after  its  image  by  barbaric  means#  In  the  process 
of  this  impact  or  remolding,  the  Western  bourgeoisie  needs  compradores  or  lackeys 
who  are  familiar  with  Western  customs#  So  they  cannot  but  allow  such  countries 
as  China,  colonies,  and  semicolonies,  to  open  schools  and  send  students  abroad 
to  ’introduce  new  ideas’#  Along  with  this,  the  national  bourgeoisie  and  the 
proletariat,  who  know  modern  technology,  came  into  being  in  countries  like  China. 
At  the  same  time,  the  peasants  -vrere  reduced  to  bankruptcy,  creating  a vast  num- 
ber of  semiproletarians. 

Thus  the  Western  bourgeoisie  created  two  types  of  people  in  the  East#  One 
type,  a minority,  are  the  lackeys  serving  the  Western  bourgeoisie,  i#e#  imperial- 
ism# Another  type,  the  majority,  are  the  working  class,  the  peasant  class,  the 
petty  bourgeoisie,  the  national  bourgeoisie,  and  the  revolutionary  intelligent- 
sia coming  from  these  classes  ivho  resist  imperialism#  These  are  the  gravedigg- 
ers created  by  imperialism  for  itself#  Our  revolution  originated  precisely 
from  those  people. 

It  was  not  simply  importation  of  ITestern  ideas  Tvhich  caused  ferment  and  un- 
rest, it  was  imperialist  aggression  vi^hich  gave  rise  to  resistance. 

For  quite  a long  period  of  this  resistance  movement,  i.e#,  for  more  than  70 
years  from  the  Opium  '.'Jar  of  1840  to  the  eve  of  the  May  4 movement  in  1919,  the 
Chinese  people  had  no  ideological  weapons  to  resist  imperialism#  The  old,  die- 
hard, feudal  culture  met  vrith  defeat.  It  could  not  hold  its  ground  and  went 
bankrupt#  The  Chinese  people  thon  had  to  learn  from  the  arsenal  of  the  era  of 
Western  bourgeois  revolution,  the  old  homo  of  imperialism# 

They  learned  the  theory  of  evolution,  the  theory  of  natural  human  rights, 
the  theojry  of  the  bourgeois  republic,  and  other  ideological  vreapons  and  political 
formulas#  They  organized  political  parties  and  carried  out  revolutions,  think- 
ing that  these  things  could  resist  the  foreign  powers  and  establish  a republic 
at  home#  But,  like  feudal  cultul:^3,  all  these  things  ^Tero  also  very  weak.  They 
also  could  not  hold  their  ground,  suffered  defeat,  and  vrent  bankrupt# 

TfJhat  is  Meant  by  '^Learning  from  Russia”? 

The  Russian  revolution  of  1917  a^7oke  the  Chinese  \vho  thereby  learned  some- 
thing neVir--Marxism-Le ninism#  The  Communist  Party  came  into  being  in  China# 
This^vfas  a great  epoch-making  event#  Sun  Yat-sen  also  advocated  "learning  from 
Russia”  and  "alliance  with  Russia  and  the  Communist  Party."  To  sum  up,  China 
thence  forth  changed  her  direction# 

As  the  spokesman  of  an  imperialist  government,  Acheson  is  of  course  umvill- 
ing  to  speak  of  imperialism#  He  describes  imperialist  aggression  by  ^Tords  like 
’the  outsiders  brought  xvith  them  aggressiveness#’  Look,  what  a fine  term—  j 

aggressiveness'!  The  Chinese  learned  this  ’aggressiveness,'  and  it  only  brought  I 
about  ferment  and  unrost, ‘ i#o#,  the  carrying  out  of  revolution  against  imperial-  i 
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ism  and  its  running  dogs  witJain  the  country,  instead  of  changing  into  another 
Britain  or  -Ajneriea. 

Unfortunately,  they  suffered  defeats  at  the  hands  of  imperialism,  the  invent- 
or of  'aggressiveness.*  The  Chinese,  therefore,  turned  around  to  learn  something 
else.  And  straagp  as  it  may  seem,  they  succeeded  at  the  first  attempt*  Ache- 
son  says  the  Chinese  Communist  Party  was  ’’organized  in  the  early  twenties  under 
the  ideological  impetus  of  the  Russian  revolution.”  Here  Acheson  is  right.  The 
ideological  impetus  was  none  other  than  Marxism-Leninism.  This  ideological  im- 
petus was  far  superior  to  the  bourgeois  'high  order  of  culture'. 

The  effeotivoness  of  Marxism-Leninism  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  Western 
bourgeois  culture,  v/hich  can  indeed  be  proudly  claimed  by  Acheson  as  'a  high  or- 
der of  culture'  as?  compared  with  the  old  feudalistic  culture  of  China,  met  vdth. 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Chinese  people  who  had  mastered  Marxist-Leninist  cul- 
ture, the  scientific  theory  of  social  revolution. 

In  the  first  battle  (19E4-E7),  the  scientific  new  culture  of  social  revolu- 
tion mastered  by  the  Chinese  people  defeated  the  northern  i/varlords,  running  dogs 
of  imperialism®  In  the  second  battle,  it  frustrated  an  attempt  of  another  runn- 
ing dog  of  imperialism,  Chiang  Kai-shek,  to  obstruct  the  25,000  li  Long  March. 

In  the  third  battle,  it  defeated  Japanese  imperialism  and  its  running  dog,  Wang 
Ching-?/0i.  In  the  fourth  battle,  it  finally  ended  the  rule  of  the  United  States 
and  all  other  imperialistic  countries  in  China,  as  vrell  as  their  running  dogs, 
Chiang  Kai-shek  and  other  r^aotionarios. 

Marxism-Leninism  Fit  China ' s Needs 

Marxism-Leninism  has  played  such  a great  role  in  China  because  it  is  needed 
by  the  social  conditions  of  China,  because  it  has  real  connections  with  the  Chin- 
ese revolution,  and  because  it  has  been  mastered  by  the  Chinese  people.  It  is 
just  the  opposite  with  Western  bourgeois  culture,  which  is  at  variance  vrith.  soc- 
ial conditions  in  China.  Any  ideology  xvhich  is  not  connected  virith  objective 
actual  things,  is  not  demanded  by  objective  reality,  and  is  not  mastered  by  the 
masses  of  the  people,  is  useless  even  if  it  is  the  best  thing.  It  would  be  use- 
less oven  if  it  were  Marxism-Leninism.  We  are  historical  materialists  opposing 
historical  idealism. 

But  strangely  (to  Acheson  who  says  this),  ” Soviet  doctrine  and  practice  had 
a measurable  effec^t  upon  the  thinking  and  principles  of  Dr.  Sun  Yat-son,  particu- 
larly in  terms  of  economics  and  party  organization.”  What  was  the  effect  on  Dr. 
Sun  Yat-sen  of  th®  'high  order  of  culture*  of  v/hich  Acheson  is  proud?  Acheson 
does  not  say^a  word  about  this.  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  to  seeking  the  truth  for  national  salvation  from  Western  bourgeois  culture.  — 
The  outcome  was  di sappointmiAnt,  and  ho  then  changed  to  "learning  from  Russia.” 

Was  this  accidental?  Obviously  not.  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen  and  the  suffering 
Chinese  people  represented  by  him  ^ro  infuriated  by  the  'Tfestern  impact*.  They 
were  determined  to  ’’unite  with  Russia  and  the  Communist  Party”  (Dr.  Sun)  to  enter 
into  a desperate  struggle  against  imperialism  and  its  running  dogs.  This  is,  of 
oourso,  not  accidental. 

At  this  point  Acheson  dated  not  say  that  the  Soviet  people  wore  imperialist 
aggressors  and  that  i)r«  Sun  Yat-sen  was  learning  from  aggressors.  Well,  then,  if 
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Dr*  Sun  Yat-sen  could  learn  from  the  Soviet  people,  and  the  Soviet  people  are  net 
imperialist  aggressors,  why  can’t  the  successors  of  Dr*  Sun  Yat-son  and  the  Chin- 
ese people  after  his  death  leaim  from  the  Soviet  people? 

IThy  does  Acheson  accuse  the  Chinese  people  other  than  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen  cf  be- 
ing ’dominated  by  the  Soviet  Union,’  being  the  ’Fifth  Column’  of  the  Comintern,  * 
being  the  running  dog  of  ’Red  imperialists’  after  they  have  learned  from  Marx, 
^ngels,  Lenin,  and  Stalin  the  theory  of  scientific  social  revolution,  after  they 
have  linked  it  up  mth  the  chai'acteristics  of  China,  after  they  have  launched 
the  Chinese  people’s  liberation  war,  and  the  groat  people’s  revolution,  after 
they  have  created  the  republic  of  the  people’s  democratic  dictatorship?  Can 
there  he  such  profound  logic  in  tho  world? 

Since  the  Chinese  learned  Marxism-Leninism,  the  scientific  theory  of  social 
revolution,  they  have  abandoned  a passive  spirit  and  seiEed  the  initiative* 

1/Tith  that  time,  the  ago  of  despising  the  Chinese,  of  despising  Chinese  culture 
in  modern  world  history,  has  come  to  an  end. 

The  great  victorious  Chinese  people’s  liberation  war  and  the  people’s  great 
revolution  have  rejuvenated  and  are  rejuvenating  the  great  Chinese  people’s  cul- 
ture. This  C];iinese  people’s  culture  has  spiritually  surpassed  the  whole  capit- 
alist vrorld.  For  example,  the  understanding  of  modern  China  and  the  modern 
world  of  the  United  States’  Secretary  of  State,  Dean  Acheson,  is  belov;’  that  of 
the  ordinary  fighter  of  the  Chinese  People’s  Liberation  Army. 

Acheson  as  Historian 

Assuming  the  pose  of  a bourgeois  professor  lecturing  on  a silly  textbook, 
Acheson  has  put  on  a show  of  seeking  cause  and  effect  relations  betxveen  events 
in  China. 

Revolution  occurred  in  China,  he  says,  first,  because  of  overpopulation,  and 
second,  because  of  the  impact  of  Y/ostern  thought.  See,  he  is  a causationist* 

But  later  on,  even  this  little  bit  of  fabricated  silly  theory  of  cause  and  effect  - 
disappears.  And  there  appears  a lot  of  incomprehensible  cerament  without  any 
reason  at  all--a  picture  in  which  the  Chinese  mutually  struggle  for  power  and 
gain,  suspecting  and  hating  each  other. 

An  incomprehensible  change  takes  place  in  the  relation  between  the  moral 
strength  of  tho  tviro  contending  parties,  the  moi^l  strength  pf  one  party  drops 
sharply  to  below  Eoro,  and  that  of  tho  other  party  mounts  tc  a fanatical  degree. 
YYhat  is  the  reason?  Nobody  knows — this  is  tho  inherent  logic  of  the  American 
’high  order  of  culture.’ 
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
